1335.2400 FLOODPROOFING REGULATIONS, SECTION 1301.2.1.
FPR section 1301.2.1 is amended to read as follows:

Heating systems utilizing gas- or oil-fired furnaces shall have a float-operated
automatic control valve installed in the fuel supply line which shall be set to operate
when flood waters reach an elevation equal to the floor level of the space where furnace
equipment is installed. A manually operated gate valve that can be operated from a location
above the RFD shall be provided in the fuel supply line to serve as a supplementary safety
provision for fuel cutoff. The heating equipment and fuel storage tanks shall be mounted
on and securely anchored to a foundation pad or pads of sufficient mass to overcome
buoyancy and prevent movement that could damage the fuel supply line. As an alternate
means of protection, elevation of heating equipment and fuel storage tanks above the RFD
on platforms or by suspension from overhead structural systems will be permitted. All
unfired pressure vessels will be accorded similar treatment. Fuel lines shall be attached
to furnaces by means of flexible or swing type couplings. All heating equipment and fuel
storage tanks shall be vented to an elevation of at least three feet above the RFD. Air supply
for combustion shall be furnished if required for systems installed in W1 or W2 spaces and
piping or duct work for each purpose shall be terminated at least three feet above the RFD.
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
